RULE  TO  FIND  THE  NUMBER  OF  PLANTS 
OR  TREES  REQUIRED  FOR  AN  ACRE. 


The  number  of  square  feet  in  an  acre  is  43.560. 
Divide  this  by  the  number  of  square  feet  required  for 

each  plant.  . , . 

Thus,  to  find  how  many  currants  required  for  an  acre 
planted  4 feet  by  6 feet.  4 times  6 feet  equals  24  square 
feet*  43.560  divided  by  24  equals  1815  - the  number 


required  for  an  acre.
